Group; 


I've been working on a Navy RBH-1 (National nc-156-1) that 
I've had for some time. It's comming along pretty well execpt for one 
problem. Somewhere along the line the set took a hit in the top 
center of the face of the cabinet, at the top of the front bezel. Both 
the bezel and the cabinet were pushed in about 3/8 of an inch. I took 
off the knobs, and the front bezel, and was able to straighten the 
bezel. But I can't "pull" the bend out of the cabinet. I tried putting 
a hard wood block across the front of the set, and pulling the pushed 
in portion forward with a "C" clamp and wood block. It helped some, but 
not completely. Any one have any ideas how I can pull the front of 
this cabinet back out straight. The ridge becomes the top of the set 
that the top door sets on is not making this any easier.
